Sir, 

I have the honour to present the accompanying Statistics of the Australasian 
Colonies for the year 1885. 

2. Preliminary tables containing the leading features of these Statistics were 
published in the Government Gazette of the 8th ultimo for general information. By 
arrangement with Mr. T. A. Coghlan, the newly appointed Government Statistician 
of New South Wales, returns of a somewhat similar nature were published in that 
colony at the same date. 


3. The tables—except in the case of X., XI, XIL, MLV ands 2XeV Lie sana 
which additional columns have been embodied—difter but slightly in form from 
those published last year. The folding sheet at the commencement now contains 
particulars for thirteen successive years. 

4. The Statistics of Fiji, being necessarily different in form from those of the 
other colonies, are as usual published separately, after the others. They now embrace 
returns extending over eight years. 

5. I have often alluded to the unreliability of the population estimates in the 
different colonies, and have shown the main cause to be that whilst the arrivals by 
sea are recorded with a fair degree of accuracy, the departures by sea are invariably 
understated, the consequence being that population estimates partly based upon these 
arrivals and departures must, other things beimg equal, be always in excess of the 
truth. This, so far as Queensland and New Zealand are concerned, is strikingly 
borne out by the results of censuses of those colonies taken in the early part of the 
present year, which showed that the population of the former had been over-estimated 
by 11,427 persons, viz., 5,715 males and 5,712 females; and that of the latter by 
7,355 persons, viz., 5,403 males and 1,952 females. It is possible that the discrepancy 
in the case of Queensland may have been partially due to a loss of population over 
the border, but no such explanation will account for any portion of the discrepancy 
as it 1s known 


occurring in an insular colony like New Zealand, the whole of which 
that the registration of deaths is even more complete than that of hirths—can be 
attributed to no other cause than an incomplete record of the departures. 

6. The ascertained excess in Queensland amounts to nearly 34 per cent., and 
that of New Zealand to about 1} per cent. of the previously estimated population. 
In the present tables, the estimates for the end of 1885 (three months prior to the 
taking of the census) have been reduced in accordance with these proportions. 
Moreover, New South Wales and South Australia have for the first time made an 
allowance for unrecorded departures, and have reduced their calculated populations 
accordingly, the former by 22,659, or about 24 per cent., and the latter by 6,346, or 
about 2 per cent. The basis upon which these corrections have been obtained is not 
stated.

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7. The municipal authorities in Victoria are each year required to furnish an 
estimate of the gross populations of their respective districts. The sum of these 
estimates for 1885, with an allowance for those portions of the colony not then 
subject to local self-government, amounts to 986,069, or 5,800 less than the estimate 
of the Government Statist, made in the usual way by means of calculations based 
upon the numbers recorded of births, deaths, arrivals, and departures. Taking 
account the possible unreliability of the data on which the smaller estimate is based 
and the uncertainty of the exact date in 1885 for which the information has been 


into 


given by the different local bodies, also the unimportance of the difference (less than 
= per cent.) between the two estimates, I have not considered it advisable to disturb 
the figures in the larger one. Absolute reliance, however, ought not be placed upon 
the population returns of any of the colonies except those in which a census has 
recently been taken. 

8. I pointed out last year that the Victorian returns of revenue and expendi- 
ture are not strictly comparable with those of New South Wales, inasmuch as the 
net figures (exclusive of refunds, drawbacks, &c.) are given in the former case, whilst 
the gross figures (including those items) are given in the latter. However convenient 
it may be, from an accountant’s point of view, to swell the revenue and expenditure 
statements by means of cross entries, it will, I believe, be conceded that the Victorian 
system, in which such entries are excluded from both sides of the ledger, gives the 
more truthful and intelligible account of the financial transactions of the colony. 
An analysis of the ‘ Public Accounts” of New South Wales for 1885 shows that 
sums amounting in the aggregate to nearly £500,000 appear in the revenue and 
expenditure returns of that colony which would be excluded from both under the 
Victorian system. Which plan is adopted in the other Australasian colonies is 
not known, but it is probable that the practice of rigidly excluding all possible cross 
entries is followed in few, if any of them, to the same extent as in Victoria. 

g. The information embodied in the tables now given will be utilized and 
commented upon in the next and subsequent issues of the Victorian Year-Book.
